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No  automatic  end 


prices,  wages  curbed 


Chilly  atmosphere 


clouds  freeze  halt

President  Nixon’s  wage-price  freeze 
came  to  a confusing  halt  Saturday  with 
financial  temperatures  remaining  colder 
than  many  Provo  residents  think. 

Many  students  when  asked  what  will 
happen  to  rents  and  prices  during  Phase  2 
of  Nixon’s  economic  policy  responded 
simply,  “I  don’t  really  know!”  Provo 
landlords  seemed  equally  perplexed  as  to 
the  situation,  some  not  knowing  what  to 
do -and  others  planning  upon  charging 
more. 

According  to  Roland  V.  Wise,  Utah

Dr.  Joe  J.  Christensen,  associate 
commissioner  of  education  for  Seminaries 
and  Institutes  of  the  Church  will  be  the 
devotional  assembly  speaker  tomorrow  at 
10  a. m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Dr.  Christensen  has  served  as  president 
of  the  Mexican  Mission,  coordinator  of 
LDS  Seminaries  and  Institutes  for  Salt 
Lake  County  as  well  as  being  an  Institute 
director  in  Pullman,  Wash.;  Moscow, 
Idaho;  and  at  the.University  of  Utah. 


Internal  Revenue  Service  District 
Director,  there  will  be  no  automatic 
ending  to  the  freeze  on  wages,  prices  or 
rents.  In  a directive  from  the  IRS  District 
Office,  it  was  noted  that  “Inquiries  being 
received  at  the  IRS  offices  indicate  that 
many  landlords  and  others  erroneously 
believe  that  rents,  prices  and  wages  may 
be  raised  at  the  end  of  the  90  day  freeze 
period.” 

TO  CLARIFY  THIS,  Director  Wise 
cited  G.A.  Lincoln,  Director  of  the  Office 
of  Emergency  Preparedness:  “The  rules 
and  guidelines  established  by  regulation, 
order,  directive,  or  circular  provisions  for 
stabilization  of  wages,  prices  and  rents 
did  not  expire  automatically  on 
November  13.  Changes  will  occur  only 
through  explicit  action  by  the  Pay  Board, 
the  Price  Commission,  the  Cost  of  Living 
Council  or  other  competent  authority.” 

Nixon  administration  officials  admitted 
that  consumers  and  businesses  will  be 
operating  largely  in  the  dark  today  since 
formal  regulations  have  been  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  only  since  Saturday. 
Mr.  Wise  felt  that  proposed  rate  increases 
such  as  the  50  cent  charge  for  Varsity 
Theater  tickets  in  effect  this  week  were 
not  permissible,  but  that  definite  rulings 
could  only  be  made  after  more  federal 
guidelines  are  made  available. 

RENTS,  HOWEVER,  will  definitely 


remain  frozen  until  the  yet-to-be 
established  Rent  Board  can  determine 
definite  guidelines  to  govern  future 
increases.  In  tire  interim,  rents  may  only 
go  up  if  the  landlord  can  show  a clear 
case  of  financial  hardship.  In  this  case, 
the  national  headquarters  of  the  OEP 


said,  “Landlords  are  required  to  record 
and  make  available  upon  request  both  the 
unit  freeze  period  rent  and  the  basis  for 
any  adjustments.” 

Although  there  is  still  much  speculation 
surrounding  the  details  of  Phase  2,  the 
administration  has  set  a clear  general  goal.

But  a couple  of  untimely  breaks 
late  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  play 
turned  a 14-14  stalemate  into  a 
27-14  victory  for  the  Wildcats. 

The  first  “king  size”  break  came 
with  4:36  remaining  in  the  fourth 
quarter.  After  forcing  the  Wildcats 
to  punt,  the  BYU  offense  took 
over  on  its  own  26-yard  line,  and 
with  the  stadium  clock  ticking  off 
precious  seconds,  the  Cougars 
started  driving  downfield, 
However,  on  their  ninth  play  from 
scrimmage,  BYU  quarterback 
Brian  Gunderson  broke  off  his  left 
end  and  rambled  15  yards  before 
receiving  a jarring  tackle  from 
Arizona’s  Wally  Brumfield  which 
separated  Gunderson  from  the 
football. 

With  a little  over  two-and-a-half 
minutes  remaining  in  the  game, 
Arizona’s  quarterback  Bill 
Demory  eluded  a big  BYU  rush, 
primed  his  arm,  and  left  fly  a 
92-yard  touchdown  pass  to  his 
split  end  Charlie  McKee. 

McKee  displayed  the  combined 
talents  of  a football,  volleyball 
and  basketball  player  as  he  tipped 
the  ball  away  from  two  BYU 
defenders  and  raced  uncontested 
into  the  end  zone  to  give  the 
Wildcats  a 20-14  lead  with  2:16 
remaining. 

The  second  Wildcat  break  came 
on  a rather  peculiar  play.  Arizona 
safetyman  Bob  Wallace 
intercepted  a Gunderson  arieal 
and  fumbled  it.  Greg  Boyd, 
another  safetyman,  picked  it  up, 
and  sneaked  his  way  into  the  BYU 
end  zone  capping  a 48-yard 
broken  field  run. 


On  his  third  offensive  play, 
Gunderson  hit  split  end  Golden 
Richards  in  the  flat  and  Richards 
utilized  his  9.8  speed  and 
outdistanced  the  Arizona 
secondary  into  the  end  zone  aided 
by  a crushing  downfield  block  by 
Pete  VanValkenberg.  Liljenquist 
added  the  extra  point  and  both 
teams  left  the  field  deadlocked  at 
halftime  at  7-7. 

The  Cougars  came  out  in  the 
third  quarter  and  took  the  ensuing 
Arizona  kickoff  and  drove  to  the 
Wildcat  36-yard  line  before  finally 
having  to  turn  the  ball  over  the 
Arizona  on  a punt. 

The  predominatly  stingy  BYU 
defense  held  the  Wildcats  at  bay 
on  their  own  one-yard  line  and 
forced  them  to  punt. 

On  BYU’s  next  series  of  downs 
under  the  leadership  of 
Gunderson  the  Mountain  Cats 
marched  downfield  to  the  Arizona 
31 -yard  line  whereby  fullback 
David  Coon  took  a handoff  from 
Gunderson  and  scampered  into 
the  end  zone  to  give  the  Cougars  a 
brief  14-7  lead. 

But  another  costly  BYU  miscue 
early  in  the  fourth  quarter  led  to 
the  Wildcat’s  second  touchdown 
of  the  afternoon.  Gunderson  was 
the  victim  of  an  interception  by 
Arizona  safetyman  Bob  White. 
After  White’s  theft  the  Wildcats 
marched  86  yards  in  1 3 plays  with 
the  key  to  the  drive  being  a 
defensive  pass  interference  call  in 
the  end  zone  on  BYU.  Arizona’s 
Joe  Petroshus  capped  the  drive 
with  a one-yard  scoring  plunge. 
With  the  PAT  good,  the  score 
stood  14-14. 


From  the  opening  kickoff  it  was 
just  a matter  of  time  before  the 
BYU  errors  would  finally  catch  up 
with  them.

Cat  harriers  capture  WAC  crown

Paced  by  sophomore  Richard 
Reid,  the  BYU  cross-country  team 
literally  ran  away  with  the  WAC 
championship  race  at  Ft.  Collins, 
Colo. 

The  Cougars  nipped  Arizona  63 
to  67  for  the  team  title  while  the 
pre-meet  favorite  and  defending 
champion,  UTEP  wound  up  third 
with  84. 

Reid,  who  finished  sixth  last 
year  as  a freshman,  shifted  gears 
with  a mile  of  the  hilly, six-mile 


course  remaining  and  left 
individual  favorites,  John 
Bednarski  of  UTEP  and  Ken 
Gerry  of  Arizona  far  behind. 
Reid’s  winning  time  of  31:17  put 
him  nearly  thirty  seconds  ahead 
of  Gerry  (31:45)  while  Bednarski 
finished  third  (31:56).  It  was  the 
biggest  winning  margin  ever  in 
WAC  cross-country  competition. 

No  team  can  win  with  one  man 
alone  and  Reid  had  plenty  of 
help.  Freshman  Steve  Jensen 
matched  Reid’s  sixth  place  finish 
of  last  year  (32:06)  and  Mitch 
Wiley  gave  the  Mountain  Cats 


It  was  the  last  game  of  the 
season  for  both  freshman  teams. 
BYU  ended  up  with  a 1-3  record 
for  the  season. 


three  men  in  the  top  ten  with  his 
eighth  place  performance.  Sam 
Francis  (18th)  and  another 
freshman,  Leon  Hansen  (30th) 
rounded  out  BYU’s  scoring 
runners. 

All  runners  were  slowed  by 
strong,  gusty  winds  which  blew  at 
50-60  m.p.h.  and  by  numerous, 
steep  hills. 

“The  thing  that  really  won  it 
for  us  was  our  team  spirit,”  said 
Cougar  mentor,  Sherald  James. 
“Without  my  knowledge  the  team 
got  together  the  night  before  the 
meet  and  decided  that  they  were 


going  to  win.  This  is  the  finest 
group  of  young  men  that  I have 
ever  worked  with,”  remarked 
James. 


For  the  Cougars,  it  was  the 
third  cross-country  championship 
since  the  formation  of  the  WAC. 
BYU  won  the  loop  title  in  1964 
and  1967. 


The  Cougar  harriers  are  a young 
club,  and  their  victory  reveals 
good  things  for  the  future.

Administration  under  a Ford  Foundation  Fellowship,  has  assisted  in 
planning  improvements  for  numerous  Indian  Education  programs  plus 
assisting  Senator  Edward  Kennedy  and  other  key  senators  to  frame  the 
“Comprehensive  Indian  Education  Bill,”  which  is  now  pending  in 
Congress.

John  Denver:  master  minstrel , entertainer , philosopher

When  3 o’clock  rolled  around 
last  Thursday  afternoon  and 
Kathy  Boswell,  our  Entertainment 
Editor,  announced  that  she 
wouldn’t  be  able  to  review  the 
John  Denver  concert,  and  that  it 
would  be  up  to  me  to  cover  it,  I 
humbly  accepted  the  assignment. 
Looking  back,  I can  only  say: 
Kathy,  you  blew  it! 

Denver  sang,  joked,  smiled, 
grimaced,  sauntered,  swaggered, 
swayed  and  generally  entertained. 
He  was  in  my  opinion, 
magnificent. 

From  his  opening  number, 
“Starwood  In  Aspen”,  where  he 
expressed  his  happiness  at  being 
here,  to  his  finale,  “I  Wish  I Knew 
How  It  Would  Be  to  Feel  Free”, 
Denver  stayed  on  top  of  his 
well-shaped  and  delivered 
performance.  There  wasn’t  an 
unwelcome  song  or  a tune  out  of 
place.  He  changed  from  feelings  of 
melancholy,  to  reflection,  to 
humor  to  intensity  with  such  easy 
transition  that  the  audience 
members  that  cried  towards  the 
end  forgot  they  had  been  laughing 
thirty  minutes  before. 

Helen  Reddy  began  the  evening 
with  a tight  act.  Backed  by  bass, 
drums,  guitar  and  piano,  she 
wound  her  way  through  blues, 


rock,  pop  and  country  numbers 
lending  the  quality  of  her  voice  to 
all.  Dancing  lankily  in  her  smally 
wiry  frame,  the  shaggy-haired 
Australian  star  sauntered  about 
the  stage  with  a definite 
professional  air. 

But  Denver  was  master  for  the 
night.  He  performed 
“Readjustment  Blues”  from  his 
newest  album,  “Aerie”,  with  the 
s ame  fervor  as  the  original,  yet 
kept  a fresh  quality  in  the 
performance.  He  casually  sang 
“Today”,  asking  the  audience  to 
join  him  on  the  final  chorus,  and 
when  the  Fieldlfouse  filled  with 
the  clear,  jeweled  sound  of 
Mormon  voices  well  rehearsed 
from  Sunday  School  singing,  he 
was  surprised  and  pleased. 

He  launched  into  a gentle 
prodding  spiel  abou  the  qualities 
of  Provo,  Utah,  saying  he  had 
heard  it  referred  to  as  “the  pearl 
of  the  midwest,  and  gateway  to 
Spanish  Fork.”  He  had  done  his 
homework  and  the  audience 
appreciated  it. 

The  comedy  hit  a peak  as 
Denver  did  a spoof  on  Country 
and  Western  radio  stations  acting 
out  the  part  of  “Elmer  Budley” 
from  radio  station  KREX, 
“spanning  the  nation  with  30 
power  full  watts.”  He  then 
hillbillied  his  way  into  “Okie  from 
Muskogee”.

After  the 
applause  died,  Denver  slightly 
slung  his  guitar  to  his  side  and 
began  reciting  “The  Box”,  a 
fairy-tale  poem  abou  war  and  its 
origin  ands  followed  it  up  with 
Jimmy  Newman,  a Tom  Paxton 
piece  telling  of  a soldier’s 
conversation  with  his  sleeping 
comrade.  The  line,  “you’ve  only 
to  open  your  eyes,”  hits  hard  at 


the  end  as  the  soldier  finally 
realizes  his  companion  will  never 
awaken. 

He  calmly  began  the  finale,  “I 
Wish  I Knew  How  It  Would  Feel 
To  Be  Free”,  till  the  song  broke 
loose  as  Denver  sang  of  freedom 
and  its  beauty  and  the  emotion 
rose,  till  raising  his  guitar  in  front 
of  the  mike,  he  finished  with  four 
harsh  stokes  and  was  gone. 

There  was  so  much  life  in  his 
performance.  John  Denver  old 
and  new  came  together  to 


illustrate  the  humor  and  pathos, 
joy  and  grief  that  life  is.  I’m  not 
being  trite,  that’s  the  way  he  was. 
Mike  Taylor  on  guitar  and  Dick 
Kniss  on  stand-up  bass  rounded 
out  an  incredibly  tight  trio  of 
dedicated  ho  nest-to-gosh 
musicians. 

Those  who  missed  the  concert, 
needn’t  feel  all  that  bad,  for  I’m 
sure  there  are  better  ways  to 
spend  an  evening.
